1. NIJIB SADAQA, SECRETARY GENERAL LEBANESE MINISTRY 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS, HAS JUST TELEPHONED ME TO REPORT THAT 
ISRAELI MAAREV HAS PUBLISHED REPORT TODAY MAY 10 FROM 
THEIR WASHINGTON CORRESPONDENT PHILIP BENN THAT LEBANON 
HAS REQUESTED BOTH THE US AND FRANCE TO INTERVENE MILITARILY 
IN LEBANON. ACCORDING TO SADAQA REPORT IS BEING CARRIED 

BY PRESS AGENCIES. 

2. FOREIGN MINISTER ABOUHAMAD, BECAUSE OF 
DANGEROUS IMPLICATIONS OF REPORT TO THE CURRENT 
CRISIS IN LEBANON, HAS JUST ISSUED DENIAL. HE HAS ALSO 
TELEPHONED AMBASSADOR KABBANI IN WASHINGTON TO SUGGEST
